Tue sterling, good comedy of Zhe Hypocrite, and the announce- 
ment ef a new comic opera, for the after piece, were not sufficiently 
attractive to draw a full house. After the miserable and disgusting 
obscenities, which disgraced this stage ou Thursday evening, and 
the general weariness, of comedy, which pervades the town ;—the 
honour and the interests of this theatre call for more strenuots exer- 
tion ou the part of the managers, aud a timely liberality in the en- 
gagement of fresh performers, or the management will feel the conse- 
quence in itsexchequer. Mr. Harley performed respectably as Maw- 
worm, but he is a miserable substitute fur Liston, who seems to have 
acquired a property in the character. Mr. Wallack, and Mr. Dow- 
ton, are worthy of their situation, but how many of the rest are there, 
above the grade of the Royalty or Coburg, or whose places might not 
be advantageously supplied ‘from the meanest provincial theatre in the 
kingdom. The play was got up or rather went down in the best style, 
the strength of the company would admit,’ but very so so is the best ; 
the moral of the piece is much injured, and its interest destroyed 
where it is of the greatest cousequence that it should be supported by 
the long methodist sermon, put into the mouth of Mrs. Davison, (as 
Charlotte.) The fulsome panegyric in praise of a sincere devotion, 
which she delivers inthe last act, is a poor and abortive attempt to 
conciliate those who can never be conciliated—those who arrogate the 
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useless distinction of sincere devotion, and who visit a theatre with 
compunctions of conscience, as if they doubted whether it were the 
devil’s house or not. The sermonising dictatorial petticoat divinity of 
Charlotte is infinitely more disgusting than the villainy of Cantwell, 
or the fanaticism of MJaw-worm, we are aware of the one; we laugh 
at the other, but the character of Charlotte is that of the Hypocrite 
indeed !—Mr. Harley gave an excellent imitation of Liston, in deli- 
vering the sermon, from behind the screen, and was rapturously en- 
cored. Mrs. Davison must attend to her grammar, and not suppose 
that she will be allowed to repeat such silliness as talking of her hand 
as her handy-pandy! or she will never personate a lady. 

The Wedding Present is the name of the new Comic Opera, whieh 
followed, and which drew but a small accession of company at_halt- 
price. No great novelty of plot could be anticipated from the title of 
the piece, Wedding Presents being, we hope, as common as weddings. 
There proved, however, to be more of originality than we had sus- 
pected. ‘The situations are good ; the plot somewhat too complex 
the wit very fair; and the whole piece decidedly successful—it was 
received with great applause, and will, we have no doubt, remain a 
tixture—The following is the Plot :— 

The old Count St. Orme, as we caught the name, had bronght up 
Kosetta, (Miss Kelly) as an inferior domestic, and promised to give 
her 100 ducats upon her marriage. She had married a country bump- 
kin, Martin Fry, (Mr. Harley) who had shammed sick, and assumed 
a disguise to amuse his new spouse—his sickness causes some delay, 
in going together to claim the presents. At this crisis, Florimel, (Mr. 
Wallack) is making his escape from the consequences of a hasty 
duei, in which he had wounded the nephew of the Count, for some 
slighting expression against his lady, who is the niece of the Count: 
he disguises himself as a country bumpkin, and for the sake of getting 
the 100 ducats, Rosetta consents to pass him off for Martin Fry, hes 
husband ; he goes to the castle, and a storm taking place, the Count 
entertains them,and insists on their being accommodated for the night 
as man and wife. {fn the mean time, Martin Fry is taken up by th 
officers, and his assumed disguise is mistaken for a real one, aud he 
has the satisfaction of meeting his locum tenens with bis wife—every 
thing arises in, and every thing concludes from this. 


Some vile wretches, at the Coburg, on Thursday night had nearly 
been the cause of much mischief, by calling “ higher ! higher!” from 
the gallery, which the audience mistook for “' fire! fire!” on which a 
general rush took place towards the doors, during which several per- 
sons were thrown down in their eagerness to reach the outside— 
Davidge then stepped forward, and assured the audience that there 
was not the slightest ground for the report, which speech had the de- 
sired effect.
